The  $14,000,000  transaction  simply  marks  the  end  of 
a 15*year  program  aimad  at  making  all  Canadian  cur- 
rency3ank  of  Canada  notes.

Smokers  in  British  Columbia  have 
been  paying  36  cenU  a packet  for 
clgarettea  long  enough  to  get  used  to 
the  price,  and  It  U on^  when  aa  Impending 
Increase  of  one  cenlon  certain  brands  Is 
announced  that  they  realize  anew  what  a 
high  price  they  pay  for  their  enjoyment. 
Whatever  justification  there  may  be  in  the 
latest  rise,  it  woqld  be  unfair  to  the  whole 
tobacco  trade  to  blame  It  for  the  fact  that 
smoking  now  costs  ncarl^r  twice  as  much 
as  It  did  before  the  war.  Taxes  take  con- 
ilderably  more  than  half  the  prioe  paid  for 
each  pa^et. 

On  emmlnlng  the  excise  tax  seal  on  a 
packet  of  cigarettes  one  sees  that  the  stamp 
makes  no  mention  of  the  sum  of  money  It 
represents.

It  looks  at  present  as  If  the  long- 
eontemplated  roao  inll  become  a 
reality  one  ot  these  ^bs,  now  that 
the  eighty. ftTe-y»ar-.y^breai»  really 
begins  to  lake  on  substance,  the  time, 
with  the  advent  of  Newfoundland 
into  the  family  picture,  evldrnlly 
provldli8g  the  opporlujiiiy  of  addltig 
something  to  map  mUaage  If  not  io 
actual  physical  construction. 


At  the  new  price  of  37  cents  the  smoker 
pays  21' j cents  to  the  Dominion,  and  one 
cent  in  sales  lax  to  the  Province.  Thus  of 
the  total  purchase  prica  approximately  60 
per  cent  Is  represented  by  taxes.  Com- 
puted on  a true  retail  price  of  14  cenU, 
however,  the  taxes  amount  to  about  155 
per  cent,  which  Is  something  different  and 
an  altogether  unreasonable  tax  on  con- 
•umeri  of  any  commodity,  even  a non- 
essentikl  one.  . 

It  has  often  bei^n  represented  that  users 
of  luxuries  should  be  taxed  more  heavily 
than  others.  It ’is  open  to  question,  how- 
ever. whether  or  not,  smoking,  which  has 
become  part  of  the  dally  fare  of  millions, 
can  any  longer  be  regarded  as  a luxury. 
CertainJy  cigarettes  are  no  more  so  than 
lea  or  coffee,  which  are  equally  unnecessary 
to  sustain  life  even  if  they  arc  supposed  to 
give  a “Uft.”  but  whose  users  escape  the 
burden  of  lax  heaped  on  the  smoker.

LONDON.-Fof  16  years  Brluln  has 
held  the  lead  In  television  devel- 
opment, in  which  field  she  was  a 
pioneer,  being  the  first  country  in  the 
world  u>  offer  a regular  ulaviaum 
broadcasting  service  to  the  public. 
ThU  was  started  In  1636.  and  fullow- 
ing  the  interruption  during  the  Worid 
War.  resumed  again  In  IMI  before 
the  first  service  siaried  in  the  United 
■latei. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War, 
In  1939,  there  were  30.000  UlevUlon 
receiving  seU  In  use  in  Britain.  At 
the  end  of  1946.  less  than  two  years 
after  the  British  Broadeasllng  Oor- 
poraUon  had  resumed  iu  television 
service,  there  were  73.000  seta.  Today 
the  figure  Is  about  260.000.  while  In 
I960  Britain's  manulaeturers  expect 
to  make  300,000  uU

In  it4l,  television  viewers  watching 
the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  boat  race 
at  home  saw  the  race  more  closely 
than  any  spectator  on  the  River 
Tliamaa  bank.  This  was  due  to  the 
new  camera,  comparatively  light  and 
compact  and  so  ecnsltlve  that  It  can 
plurtograph  the  oontenU  of  a large 
room  lit  by  Just  ons  candle.  The 
power  unlu.  vision  control  panel  and 
link  transmitting  system  are  so  com- 
pact that  they  can  all  be  stowed  In 
the  back  of  a large  car.

Britain's  first  regional  tranamliting 
ataUon  luit  opantd  at  Sutton  Oold- 
fitld.  naar  Birmingham.  Bngland. 
brings  lelevlalon  to  anothar  I.OOO.OOO 
paopla  in  Briuin.  It  ia  connaclad  to 
London  by  both  a mulUcorc  speeial 
cable  and  by  radio  link.  'Hte  five 
linking  stations  each  plek  up  the 
transmlasion  and  magnify  It  IO.O(X).O0O 
times  before  sending  It  on  to  the  next 
stage. 

By  1964  It  Is  hoped  that  10  per  cent 
of  Briuin's  population  will  be  served 
by  television  from  a number  of  trans- 
mliiers  similar  to  that  of  Birming- 
ham. and  probably  greaUy  improved, 
for  in  no  field  Is  British  solenoa  and 
technology  developing  so  rapidly  as  in 
television. 


Monkey  Nuts  in  East  Africa 


(From  Tha  U«Atraal  Oaxette) 


IN  private  enterprlse'when  a scheme 
goes  wrong  the  loss  falls  upon 
the  sbarrholders.  But  In  a public 
enterprise,  the  loss  falls  upon  the 
taxpayers.  An  iniereatlng  example 
is  ooming  U>  light  in  the  East  African 
OruundnuU  Scheme  of  the  BrlUsh 
Labor  Oovernmtni. 

This  scheme  was  to  be  one  of  the 
showpieces  of  public  enterprise.  It 
was  to  product  vast  quantities  of 
fual  and  oil  from  groundnuU  giovn 
in  tha  African  wUderneas.  Indaad.  as 
ena  Cablnat  minister  said  on  ihe 
radio.  It  was  lo  show  that  Africa 
had  been  "laatly  neglected  by  ^e 
Torlas." 

But  bualneas  enterprise,  whether 
pubUo  or  privaU.  requires  much  of 
that  quality  often  called  "aeuracn.’* 
In  the  Bast  African  OroundnuU% 
Bchtma  everything  was  thoroughly 
planned.  The  anUrprise  was  formu- 
lated In  oharaelerlstic  planners' 
language.  U bad  been  calculated 
...  U was  txpfcud  . r . There  wm 
reason  to  hope  ...  It  was  reasonably 
forecast  . 

The  troublas  soon  began  Tractors 
were  needed  to  break  up  tha  African 
thorn  buahas.  But  none  aould  be 
had.  When  at  last  they  were  ac- 
cumulated, strikes  in  the  state -owned 
transportation  aystam  delayed  thalr 
delivery.  Then  It  was  found  tj^t  the 
Mactofs  could  not  uproot  the  African 


thorn  bushes  after  all.  oontrary  to 
all  oalouiatlona.  Aa  ihk  report  put 
It:  “In  praetloa,  the  txUnalva  tough 
and  pliable  roots  of  the  Kongwa 
thorns,  and  tha  muiUpHelty  ot  atumpa 
have  proved  beyond  the  power  of 
normal  rooUng  machinea.** 

No  one  had  thought  of  trying  a 
tractor  first. 

When  some  acres  had  been  finally 
cleared,  U was  tm  late  In  the  season 
to  start  planting  groundnutt.  Then 
(dash  It  all)  there  was  a drought. 

Looking  at  the  plans.  It  Is  aeen 
that  600.000  acres  were  to  be  cleared 
•or  nuts  by  tha  end  of  IMI.  In  fact, 
only  about  lOJMM  acres  hava  bean 
cleared  by  the  and  of  1949. 

Botnaihlng  had  lo  be  dona.  Bo  Rt. 
Hon.  John  Btrachey,  the  Food  Minu- 
ter. has  said  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Wakefield, 
one  of  the  planners  of  thU  dream  of 
nuts:  “You  no  longer  have  my  con- 
fidence as  a member  of  the  eorpora- 
Uon." 

But  there  U still  a UtUe  matter  of 
the  bui  for  U all.  This  biu  already 
amounts  to  tnjOOfiOO  In  tha  old 
days  of  prlvaU  entarprtsa  thU  loss 
would  hava  to  be  borne  by  the  share- 
holders,  whom  soelaiUta  liked  to 
describe  as  “funcUonless."  But  It 
seems  that  the  taxpayers  of  such 
public  snterpruas  ss  the  East  AIrleao 
OroondnutJ  Bcheme  will  bt  sailed 
upon  to  function  quite  actively.
